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Harry W. Bass, Jr. Research Foundation 
Releases Numismatic Indexes Project 


NIP Available on Internet 


The Harry W. Bass, Jr. Research 
Foundation announced February 8 that 
a new and unique bibliographic tool is 
now available to facilitate research in- 
volving ANS and other standard publica- 
tions. The Foundation (HBRF) has 
released a set of indexes for a number of 
the major numismatic periodicals 
published in the United States during the 
past century, as well as the range of ANS 
books and monographs, all of which are 
electronically searchable by computer. 
This important endeavor is known as the 
““Numismatic Indexes Project’’ or NIP. 

Before the computer, such a search 
was next to impossible without access to 
a numismatic library card catalogue and 
requiring the scanning of thousands of 
entries in periodical indexes for relevant 
information on any very specific 
numismatic question. Now with this set 
of indexes and a good search program, 
the answers are immediate. Full text of 
the found articles still must be obtained, 
but knowing which articles to seek out 
is half the battle in locating relevant 
material. 


The NIP Tool 


Insofar as the information was 
available, each NIP entry is a complete 
reference—containing author, title, sub- 
ject, periodical or series name, date of 
publication, pagination, and whether it 


is ilustrated. The eleven different indexes 
comprising the current NIP can be sear- 
ched as one, or separately, because they 
are all entered in a simple ASCII format, 
with each line representing a unique 
reference. This simple text format per- 
mits access by persons having different 
computer operating systems. Thus, 
whether your computer is a PC, MAC, 
OS/2, or UNIX system, the data is just 
as available: only the search engine 
choice would change.

Saltus Exhibits Feature 
Moss, English Medals 


Two temporary exhibits in the Socie- 
ty’s East Hall will be on view through 
April 14. One is a retrospective of the 
work of the English artist Nicola Moss, 
who received the J. Sanford Saltus 
Award for Signal Achievement in the Art 
of the Medal at a meeting of the Society 
on February 17. The other is an over- 
view of the development of the medal in 
England, drawn chiefly from the Socie- 
ty’s collection, with a few important loans 
from the collections of members. 

At the Saltus Award, Moss was cited 
for ‘‘a body of work which is varied, in- 
novative and of the highest quality.’’ 
This is well illustrated by the pieces on 
display, most of which are on loan from 
the artist’s personal collection. Of par- 
ticular interest to collectors of Greek coins 
will be two pieces which take their in- 
spiration from this source: Moss’s medal 
for the Negushi Equine Museum in 
Yokohama which derives from Siculo- 
Punic motifs, and her Green Man medal, 
which applies the fabric and technique 
of archaic Greek coinage to a figure from 
the northern European traditions. Others 
of her medals draw on themes and motifs 
of medieval Christian and Native 
American art forms. 


English Medals 


The exhibit of English medals traces 
the art of the medal in that country from 
the Renaissance to the present. To sup-

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Andrea Saccocci, 
Visiting Scholar 


The Visiting Scholar to this year’s 
ANS Graduate Seminar in Numismatics 
is Professor Andrea Saccocci of the 
University of Udine, in northeastern Ita- 
ly. Professor Saccocci did his laureate 
research at the University of Padua 
under the direction of Professor Giovanni 
Gorini (our visiting scholar in 1994) on 
archaic Greek coinage, but most of his 
scholarly research has been in the field 
of medieval Italian coinage. He has writ- 
ten extensively on the circulation of 
coinage in the Veneto, Friuli and Tyrol 
regions and has published numerous 
hoards and excavation reports. 

From 1982 until his appointment in 
1992 as Professor of Numismatics in 
Udine, Saccocci was Director of the Bot- 
tacin Numismatic Collection of the 
Museo Civico of Padua. He has held the 
Robinson-Kraay fellowship of the 
Heberden Coin Room, Oxford Univer- 
sity. He visited the ANS in 1992 to 
photograph and study a hoard of 5,000 
medieval coins of Verona on temporary 
loan here. 

With his breadth of experience, his ex- 
cellent English, and his charming good 
humor, Saccocci will be a welcome ad- 
dition to this summer’s seminar.

Buttrey Named Huntington Award Recipient 


The Archer M. Huntington Medal 
Award for 1996 will be presented to T. 
V. Buttrey of Cambridge, England, in 
ceremonies at the ANS on Saturday, 
March 16, at 3:00 P.M. 

Buttrey is Emeritus Professor of 
Classical Studies at the University of 
Michigan and Emeritus Keeper of Coins 
at the Fitzwilliam Museum, University 
of Cambridge. He was long a member 
of Council, the Society’s Committee on 
Publications, and of the Huntington 
Committee itself. He is only the fourth 
Benefactor of the Society (along with E. 
T. Newell, Eric P. Newman, and Paul 
Balog) to win the Huntington Award. 

Buttrey’s professional life—from 
1954-1964 at Yale, then at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan—has been devoted to 
the classics, and in the academic com- 
munity he is best known for his work on 
Roman coinage. His numismatic work 
began at Princeton, under the influence 
of Louis C. West, and he attended the 
first Graduate Seminar in 1952. The 
Society published his monograph The 
Trumviral Portrait Gold of the Quattuorviri 
Monetales of 42 B.C. as Numismatic Notes 
and Monographs 137 in 1956, and the 
Society’s journal, ANS Museum Notes in 
the 1950s published several of his articles 
on later Republican coinage. It was But- 
trey who announced the epoch-making 
findings of the Princeton excavations at 
Morgantina, which confirmed a late 
second-century date for the Roman

denarius, at the Rome International 
Numismatic Congress in 1961; the 
detailed publication of the finds, with a 
contribution by him, appeared in 1989. 
In the meantime, in addition to fun- 
damental articles on Republican and ear- 
ly imperial coinage, he was involved in 
such important sites as Apollonia, Car- 
thage, and Sardis. 

But his work also extends to the New 
World, where his Guide Book of Mexican 
Coins (co-authored with Clyde Hubbard) 
is now in its sixth edition. He has 
published extensively on Latin American 
and western American coins, and the 
topic of his talk on March 16 will be 
“‘Western American Gold Bars.”’ 

A reception will follow the presenta- 
tion, and Society members and their 
guests are invited to join Prof. Buttrey 
for dinner afterward at Girafe, 208 East 
58th Street, at 6:30. Reservations must 
be made in advance and cost $50 per per- 
son; payment may be sent directly to the 
Society.

1995 IAPN Book Prize to Scher 


At ceremonies held on December 7 at 
The Frick Collection in New York Ci- 
ty, Stephen K. Scher was awarded the 
prestigious IAPN Publications Prize for 
1995. Scher, an ANS Fellow, Chairman 
of the Society's Committee on Medieval 
and Early Modern Coins and a member 
of the Standing Committee on Medals, 
was honored as the Editor of The Curren- 
cy of Fame: Portrait Medals of the Renaissance, 
voted by the Publications Committee of 
the International Association of Profes- 
sional Numismatists as the best 
numismatic publication to appear in 
1994. 

The book, published by Harry N. 
Abrams, Inc., in association with The 
Frick Collection, complemented a ma- 
jor exhibition of the same title, organiz- 
ed by Scher, which opened at the Na- 
tional Gallery in Washington DC in 
January 1994 and later was on view at 
The Frick, May through August of 1994. 
From New York, the exhibition travel- 
led to the National Gallery of Art in 
Edinburgh, Scotland. In June, 1994, the 
ANS sponsored a two-day symposium at 
the Institute of Fine Arts and The Frick, 
on “‘Perspectives on the Renaissance 
Medal,’’ with support from the Samuel 
H. Kress Foundation. 


Presentation by Paoletti 


Following welcoming remarks by 
Charles Ryscamp, Director of The Frick 
Collection and Hans Voegtli, President 
of the IAPN, William D. Wixom, the 
Michel David-Weill Chairman in the 
Department of Medieval Art and the 
Cloisters of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, discussed the award winning 
book, praising its breadth of content, 
focus of discussion and the quality of the 
design and printing of this profusely il- 
lustrated work with photography in col- 
or and black and white by John Bigelow 
Taylor. 

Presentation of the award was made 
by the Chairman of the IAPN Publica- 
tions Committee, Gianni Paoletti, who 
noted that the prize, now in its fourteenth 
year, was this year honoring for the first 
time a book on medallic art. He 
characterized Scher’s work as fitting 
perfectly the definition of the prize as 
recognizing ‘‘an outstanding publication 
that contributes towards the populariza-

tion of numismatics to a specialized au- 
dience.’’ He cited the book’s “‘innovative 
contribution concerning the history of 
medals, or rather, the birth of the idea 
of medals. In his Introduction, Dr. 
Scher, in a concise and erudite manner, 
describes the cultural and philosophical 
humanism that made possible the 
flourishing of medallic art in Italy.’ 
Paoletti noted that ‘‘Dr. Scher is deser- 
ving of recognition not only for his in- 
troduction to the book, as well as the im- 
portant chapter on ‘Prototypes’ and his 
excellent scientific work on some medals, 
but also for his very able direction of the 
‘chorus’ of studies by other experts on 
the art of the Renaissance portrait 
medals. 

““The Currency of Fame is the result of 
the knowledgeable efforts of over 30 
scholars specializing in public and private 
collections, both European and 
American, all organized and supervised 
by the author and editor. The book also 
bears concrete witness to one of the most 
important exhibitions of medals held in 
recent decades.” 

Paoletti elaborated on this particular 
quality which Scher brought to the task 
of assembling the contributors to the 
volume. ‘‘Today the variegated world of 
numismatists—whether they be collec- 
tors, scholars, dealers or museum 
directors—is in search of a principle of 
unity that will permit them to work 


together not only for their own enjoy- 
ment, but also in order to disseminate 
widely the knowledge and appreciation 
of the universe of coins and medals. 

“TI am therefore proud to be able to- 
day, on behalf of the International 
Association of Professional 
Numismatists, to award this prize to a 
man of culture, a collector, and above 
all, an organizer, who has demonstrated 
that he can negotiate with ease the bot- 
tlenecks of bureaucracies and institu- 
tions, without treading on the toes of a 
single scholar.”’ 

In his acceptance remarks, Dr. Scher 
graciously gave credit to the many in- 
dividuals and institutions that made 
possible the successful realization of the 
entire undertaking, including The Frick 
Collection, whose hospitality allowed a 
sizeable audicuce to take part in the 
ceremonies. 


1996 COAC THEME 
IS LARGE CENTS 


The theme of the 1996 Coinage of the 
Americas Conference (the twelfth con- 
ference in this series) is United States 
large cents of the period 1793 through 
1856. There has been so much research 
and general interest in this area in recent 
years that this choice needs no justifica- 
tion, but the publication of the very 
useful volumes by Bill Noyes (on cents 
from 1793-1814 and 1816-39) and the 
long-awaited work by John Wright (on 
the matron head cents of 1816-39) make 
it clear that much productive research is 
going on in this area, to say nothing of 
the manuscript on large cents which 
Walter Breen left behind. Del Bland, a 
long-time specialist in this field, has 
agreed to co-chair this conference with 
John Kleeberg, ANS Associate Curator 
of Modern Coins. 

The program committee is currently 
soliciting papers on numismatic topics in 
this area. If interested, please contact 
John M. Kleeberg at the Society 
(kleeberg@amnumsoc.org).

pire’; and William E. Metcalf, ‘‘The 
Later Coinage of Roman Alexandria.”’ 

Following lunch, the program resumes 
with Saul B. Needleman, ‘‘Numismatic 
Evidence Contrary to the Edwardian Ex- 
pulsion of the Jews from England in 
1290”; John M. Kleeberg, ‘‘‘Blood 
Thalers’ or Bunkum: How the Hessians 
were Paid’’; Thomas K. DeLorey, ‘‘The 
Recycled Dies of Honduras’’; Robert W. 
Julian, “‘Aspects of Early U.S. Copper 
Coinage, 1792-1815’’; and Robert R. 
Van Ryzin, ‘‘Who is Really Portrayed 
on the Buffalo Nickel?”’ 

The day’s proceedings will be sum- 
marized by Messrs. Berk and Leonard, 
cochairmen of the symposium, followed 
by a reception to which all registrants are 
cordially invited. 

This day of scholarship and fellowship 
will continue at a special subscription 
dinner where Mr. Houghton will speak 
on ‘‘Numismatics: Art, Symbol, 


Science.’’ A separate fee of $50 is assess- 
ed for the dinner.

Metcalf at AIA 


William E. Metcalf, Chief Curator of 
the Society, represented the ANS at the 
annual meetings of the Archaeological 
Institute of America and the American 
Philological Association in San Diego. A 
social highlight of the meetings was the 
annual reception, held at the Marriott 
Hotel on December 28, which drew over 
100 Seminar alumni and friends. 

ANS members and alumni were also 
prominent in the programs of both 
organizations. The AIA session entitled 
“Small Treasures,’ included ‘‘The 
Return of Hephaistos’’ by Graduate 
Fellowship holder Ann-Marie Knoblauch 
of Bryn Mawr College (Seminar 1990); 
“‘Fourth Century B.C. Tetradrachms of 
Ephesos’’ by Bruce M. LaForse of the 
University of Texas (Seminar 1993); 
“Roman Adventus and Profectio Coins’’ by 
Karen E. Ros of Indiana University 
(Seminar 1985); and ‘‘Hemiobols and 
Assaria of Roman Aigion’”’ by ANS 
Councillor John H. Kroll of the Univer- 
sity of Texas (Seminar 1963). 

The APA session on Roman history 
was chaired by Councillor Thomas R. 
Martin (Seminar 1976), and featured a 
paper on Sulla’s augurate, a knotty pro- 
blem to which the numismatic evidence 
is crucial, by J. Rufus Fears (Seminar 
1969). 

In all 15 former seminar participants, 
representing 13 different years, con- 
tributed to the programs of both 
meetings. The highlight, however, was 
the presentation to R. Ross Holloway 
(Seminar 1957) of the AIA’s Gold Medal 
for Distinguished Archaeological 
Achievement. Holloway, Professor at the 
Center for Old World Archaeology at 
Brown University, is the author of the 
standard study of the coinage of Aigina 
and numerous other numismatic publica- 
tions, as well as several books on ancient 
art and archaeology. We congratulate 
him. (See related story, page 10.) 


ELIZABETH NUXOLL 
TO DELIVER STACK 
LECTURE 


As has been true since 1992, the Stack 
Memorial Lecture will be devoted to a 
topic in the numismatic history of the 
United States. The 1996 program will be 
delivered on Saturday, April 13, 1996, 
at 3:00 PM by Dr. Elizabeth M. Nuxoll. 

Dr. Nuxoll is the project director and 
co-editor of the Papers of Robert Mor- 
ris, which is being sponsored by Queens 
College of the City University of New 
York, under grants from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities and the 
National Historical Publications and 
Records Commission. The volumes 
(eight have appeared so far) are being 
published by the University of Pittsburgh 
Press, and are printed on fine paper and 
attractively bound in red. 

Volume seven of the papers contain- 
ed a number of documents of particular 
interest to numismatists. The most spec- 
tacular were the documents associated 
with the Nova Constellatio patterns; but 
there is also much about Morris’s at- 
tempts to find ways to fund the govern- 
ment after the collapse of the Continen- 
tal Currency and the early records of the 
Bank of North America. 

The problems of the young country, 
which had to borrow from Peter to pay 
Paul, which was continually looking for 
new sources of finance, and which was 
regularly defaulting on its obligations 
(such as the Continental Currency) make 
for stirring reading and remind us of how 
much we have progressed to the present 
day. 

The project of publishing the papers 
of Robert Morris has also been the reci- 
pient of a grant from the Donald Groves 
Fund of the American Numismatic 
Society. 

The Stack Memorial Lecture is 
presented at the ANS each April through 
the courtesy of the Stack family of New 
York. A reception will follow Dr. Nux- 
oll’s presentation.

R. Ross Holloway, Elisha Benjamin 
Andrews Professor of Archaeology at 
Brown University and Director of the 
University’s Center for Old World Ar- 
chaeology and Art, was presented the 
Gold Medal for Distinguished Ar- 
chaeological Achievement of the Ar- 
chaeological Institute of America at their 
annual meeting on December 29, 1995, 
in San Diego. ANS Chief Curator 
William E. Metcalf represented the ANS 
on the occasion. 

Prof. Holloway, a member of the ANS 
since 1960, and a Fellow since 1979, was 
a participant in the 1957 ANS Graduate 
Seminar program.

Holloway was also cited for his pro- 
lific publication record, including 14 
books of which he is author or coauthor, 
and nearly 150 articles and reviews. His 
articles on Sicilian coinage in the Socie- 
ty’s journal are frequently cited in the 
literature, especially ““The Crown of 
Naxos,’’ ANSMN 10 (1962) and 
“Damarete’s Lion,’’ ANSMN 11 (1964), 
as is his book on Art and Coinage in Magna 
Graecia (1978). 

Holloway served as President of the 
International Center for Numismatic 
Studies in Naples, Italy, between 1980 
and 1986. He is an Honorary Member 
of the Royal Belgian Numismatic Society 
and Corresponding Member of the Ger- 
man Archaeological Institute. In addi- 
tion to his status at the ANS, he is a 
Fellow of the American Academy in 
Rome and of the Royal Numismatic 
Society in London.

Baldwin Maull, 
Dead at 95 


Baldwin Maull, Honorary Councillor 
for Life of the ANS, died on December 
14 at age 95. Mr. Maull was a member 
of the Society’s Council for 31 years un- 
til stepping down in 1987. During his 
years of service, he held a number of 
leadership positions including First Vice- 
President, member of the Executive 
Committee, and member and Chairman 
of the Finance Committee. He was 
honored at the Society’s 1988 Annual 
Meeting at which time then ANS Presi- 
dent Harry W. Fowler presented him 
with a silver ANS Members Medal 
engraved ‘Baldwin Maull, ANS Coun- 
cil, 1956-1987.”

Baldy Maull, as he preferred to be 
known, took his undergraduate degree 
at Princeton and received a law degree 
from the University of Pennsylvania in 
1925. He joined the Marine Midland 
Trust Company in 1934, rising to Presi- 
dent in 1955 and in 1966, Chairman of 
the parent company, Marine Midland 
Banks, Inc. A prominent civic leader, he 
served as Chairman of the NYS Board 
of Social Welfare from 1969 through 
1978. On occasion, Mr. Maull cited the 
medal presented to him by Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller for his service on 
behalf of New York State, together with 
the Society’s medal, as his cherished 
mementos. 

A resident of Princeton since moving 
the bank headquarters to New York, Mr. 
Maull had recently moved to 
Hightstown, NJ, where he died. He is 
survived by his wife, Flora, a son and 
daughter, and two grandchildren.
